Eil} Those Weeds With 2:4D 


The use of 2,4-D for the conirol 
of weeds in grain crops bas become 
an established farm practice in the 
Prairie Provinces. Owing io unfav- 
orable weather conditions, bowever, 
roany farmers were prevented from 
domg «a irst-class gob of killing 
weeds in 1951. Consequentiy, the 
contro) of weeds in growing «rope 
is likely to be a problem of major 
importance in Wesiern Canada this 
summer. The most effective solu- 
tion to this problem lies in the 
proper use of 2 4-D. 

The Weeds. 2,A4-D is.an effective 
killer. of many annual broad-leaved 
weeds. As most annual weeds aye 
more easily killed’ when they are 
young and in a condition of vigor- 
ous growth, early treatment is 
essential. Many perennial weeds 
too ean be controlled with 2,4-D, 
but eradication is often diffiewlt. 
Treating them during the active 
growing stage—generally near the 
bud stage—gives best results. 

The Crops. Crops, like weeds, 
respond in a different way to treat- 
ment with 2,4-D. For best resulte, 
treat your wheat and barley crope 
just as soon as they bave reached 
the 3-leaf stage, or when the leaves 
are 6 inches long. They can then 
be treated until they bave reached 
the eatly shot-blade (boot) stage 
Wheat and barley shovld not be 
treated from the boot stage to the 
fully-headed stage. Above aly avoid 
treating barley when the plants are 
very young or in the jate boot to 
pre-heading stage. With oats there 
are two danger periods. Don’t treat 


oats with 2,4-D when the plants 
we from 6 te 12 inches om height 
nor when they are in the boot 
the early mitk siage. ‘Treat flax 
just as-soon as weed growth war- 
rapit, pieviding the plants have 
formed 5 or 4 leaves. Don't weat 
flax after the planis have reached
